Oriyins •! the America * Revolution 
By John C. Miller 

• WHEN ANY AUTHOR propose* to writ* a book 
about such an overworked subject as th« American 
Revolution, the expected reaction is expressed by "So 
what?" But when that author lurther proposes to 
write from original sources and scorn the use of any 
material not dating from the time of the eighteenth 
century, the reaction changes to a "Can’t be done at* 
titude. 

Yet that is exactly what John Miller, Harvard pro- 
fessor has done in this book. The result Is a pleasing 
one. 

In his reliance on the newspapers, letters, Journals 
of the Revolutionary era, Miller has come across some 
highly interesting, if unstartling, incidents. Presenting 
these old facts in a new light he has managed to make 
the Stamp Act vital and the Townshend Duties excit- 
ing. He injects a sort of humanness in the characters 
in this all too often stiff drama. He makes the states- 
men of the day appear as they must have been, falible 
human beings. 

Too much cannot be said for the humor which ani- 
mates every chapter. While some may decry this 
"desecration of national legends” most readers will be 
profoundly grateful. In a subject which seems to have 
no middle ground between absolute worship and com- 
plete cynicism, It is fun to find an author who can 
smile and admire at once. 

As to the historical value of this book the reviewer 
is in no position to judge. As to the entertainment 
value however he can unequivlcally state that he him- 
self enjoyed it imensellay. While this is not to be taken 
as a guarantee of its value, the reviewer herewith 
challenges any reader to read and then disagree.

; o ■ , themselves considerable prestige, for it is well 
known that top national groups are rather demanding 
in the quality of the schools in which they establish 
chapters. For this reason Pan-Hel would not be act- 
ing In the best Interests of George Washington Univer-

It might be that a new 
group would provide the necessary tonic lor those that 
are sinking into such lethargy. Why should Pan-Hel 
attempt, by a short-sighted policy, to help such a tot- 
tering group, II there are such at G. W. U. at the ex- 
pense of a strong, spirited new group that might have 
the energy and life to add greatly to Pan-Hel both In 
personnel and spirit.
